Potential  Impact  on  Physical  Environment 


5.  Aesthetics 


The  State  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  and  regulations 
require  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  to  be  shielded  from  public 
view.  No  junk  vehicles  may  be  visible  from  a point  six  feet  above  the 
centerline  of  any  public  road.  The  regulations  permit  screening  with 
natural  vegetation  provided  that  it  meets  proper  density,  height,  and 
temporal  standards. 

The  proposed  facility  consists  of  a vehicle  area  approximately  .5 
acres  in  size  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  applicant's  property  (see 
®^*-losed  map)  . The  area  will  hold  about  20  vehicles. 

A steep  bank  shields  the  facility  from  view  of  the  North  Somers 
Road  to  the  east.  The  north  and  west  sides  of  the  facility  do  not  need 
screening  due  to  the  surrounding  topography  and  the  long  distance  to 
public  roads  north  and  west  (greater  than  2 miles) . 

The  only  public  road  from  which  the  facility  can  be  viewed  is 
Highway  35  approximately  1.5  miles  to  the  south.  Existing  buildings 
along  the  highway  shield  the  facility  with  the  exception  of  a 250' 
stretch.  The  applicant  plans  to  plant  a combination  of  deciduous  and 
conifer  bushes  and  trees  on  the  south  side  of  the  facility  to 
effectively  screen  it  from  Highway  35.  Although  the  facility  will  be 
visible  until  the  bushes  and  trees  grow  dense  and  tall,  the  aesthetic 
impact  resulting  from  viewing  the  facility  is  expected  to  be  minor 
because  of  the  small  number  of  vehicles  in  the  yard,  the  long  distance 
between  the  facility  and  Highway  35,  and  the  short  span  of  Highway  35 
from  which  junk  vehicles  can  be  seen.  No  wrecking  yard  license  will  be 
issued  until  the  bushes  and  trees  are  planted. 

There  will  be  an  aesthetic  impact  resulting  from  establishing  this 
facility  on  neighboring  property  owners  that  can  view  the  facility. 

State  law  requires  the  proposed  facility  be  shielded  from  public  roads, 
not  private  residences.  Currently  the  facility  can  be  easily  viewed 
from  only  one  residence  besides  the  applicant's  residence. 

For  reasons  stated  above,  the  aesthetic  impact  of  this  motor 
vehicle  wrecking  facility  should  not  be  significant.  Should  the  appli- 
cant expand  the  facility,  additional  screening  may  be  required.

Typically,  establishing  and  licensing  a new  motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  has  a minimum  positive  impact  on  the  above  criteria.  Wrecking 


facilities  support  other  business  activities  and  can  provide  additional 
income  and  employment.  The  applicant,  however,  rebuilds  junk  vehicles 
for  his  taxi  business  and  will  not  be  buying,  selling,  or  dealing  in 
junk  vehicles  or  vehicle  parts.  Therefore,  establishing  and  licensing 
this  proposed  facility  is  expected  to  have  no  impact  on  the  above 
criteria. 

10.  Demands  for  government  services. 

Periodic  routine  inspections  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle 
program  officials  will  be  necessary  to  assure  that  the  facility  is  being 
maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling 
Disposal  law  and  rules.  A minor  amount  of  administrative  effort  will  be 
required  in  establishing  files  on  correspondence  with  the  business. 
Demands  for  other  government  services  are  not  expected  to  be  signifi- 
cant. 


13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals. 

The  Flathead  County  Planning  office  has  certified  that  local  zoning 
ordinances  do  not  prohibit  this  proposed  land  use  at  this  location.
